1. Before the commencement of the regular business 
on the agenda, Mr. J. C. Taluqdar moved the following 
condolence resolution : — 

That this house is shocked to learn of the sudden death of Mr. 
W. G. Urdhwareshe and conveys its sympathies to tlie 
members of the bereaved family at their great loss. 

The resolution was passed in silence, all the members 
standing. 

2. The Minutes of the meeting of the Academic 
Board, held on February 24, 1940, were confirmed. 

3. Read the report of the Committee appointed 
(under Academic Board Resolution No, 3 of February 24, 
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1940) to review the results of the examinations of 1940, 
as a whole (^vide Appendix A). 

Resolved that the report be recorded. 

Resolved further that the attention of the Board of 
Studies in Law be invited to the high percentage of passes 
in the Paper on Jurisprudence for the LL.B. Final Exa- 
mination of 1940. 

4. With reference to Executive Council Resolution 
No. 176 (d) of April 17, 1929, and Academic Board Re- 
solution No. 2 of February 8, 1930, the following Commit-

5. With reference to Faculty of Science Resolution 
No. 3 of November 20, 1940, the Academic Board approv- 
ed of the recommendation of the Board of Studies in 
Mathematics (Resolution No. 2 of March 14, 1940), which 
had been approved by the Faculty, that in the Regulations 
relating to the Scheme of M.A. and M.Sc. (Final) Exa- 
minations in Mathematics (vide pages 220 and 232 of the 
Calendar for 1939-40), the following optional paper be 
added under Papers III and IV.' —

6. The Academic Board then took up for considera- 
tion the recommendations of the Faculties regarding the 
Courses of Study for the examinations of 1942 and 1943 
as contained in the Faculties of Arts, Science, Law, Com- 
merce and Agriculture Resolution Nos. 5, 2, 4, 2, and 2 
(a) & 3 of November 20, 20, 20, 20 and 18, 1940 respec- 
tively, and resolved that the Courses of Study in the follow- 
ing subjects for the following examinations, as recommend- 
ed by the Boards of Studies as adopted by the Faculties 
concerned, be approved

in lines 2 and 3 of the Statute 

On the motion of Mr. V. R. S. Aiyer, it was resolved 
that the consideration of the above amendment be postpon- 
ed to the next meeting of the Board and in the meantime 
(1) the views of the atihliated colleges concerned may be 
invited, and (2) the legal and constitutional aspects of the 
proposal may be examined by the Executive Council in view 
also of Section 39 of the Agra -University Act, 

II. Chapter XVII — Affiliation of Colleges. 

(Pages 132-36 of the Calendar for the year 1939-40.) 

(a) (Ref, Executive Council Res. No. 171 of April 
23, 1940.) 

In the new Statute 5 (passed by the Senate on No- 
vemberlZ, 1939; vide page 116 of Minutes Vol. XIII-A), 
add the following after clause (A) : — 

B. Heads of Departments of degree classes; — 

(a) For Faculties other than Agriculture- 

One having the qualification as in A above for the respective 

Faculties with— 

(0 a first class degree in the subject, or 

(«) a second class degree in the subject with three years’ 
experience of teaching degree classes m that subject 

{b) For Faculty of Agriculture— 

(I) Heads of the Department of Agriculture - 

One having B.Sc. (Ag ) and a post-graduate degree ora 
diploma of equal standing with experience of teaching 
for five years, or with practical experience of Agricul- 
tural work for five >ears under the Government Depart- 
ment of Agriculture 

(II) Heads of Departments of Science subiects other than 

Agriculture- 

One having (i) an advanced research degree, or (n)a first 
or second class M.Sc. degree with post-graduate train- 
ing in the subject applied to Agriculture or with three 
years experience of teaching degree classes in an Agri- 
culture College : ^ 

Provided that the Executive Council may recognize a suit- 
^le foreign qualification as equivalent to any of these 
de^jrces. 
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(&) {Ref. Executive Council Res. No. 173 of April 
23, 1940). 

In clause (A) of the new Statute 5 (passed by the 
Senate on November 17, 1939; vide page 116 of Minutes 
Vol. XIII-A), add the following after the words “For 
Agriculture — B. Sc. (Ag.)“ : — 

With a post-graduate degree or a diploma or practical experience 
of three years in the subject in an approved institution. 

(c) (Ref. Executive Council Res. No. 178 of April 
23, 1940.) 

In the new Statute 5 (passed by the Senate on 
November 17, 1939; vide page 116 of Minutes 

Vol. XIII-A), delete the following words appearing in 
clause (D) : — 

Or having been Principal of an Intermediate or Secondary 
College for at least five years. 

In this connection the Board also considered — 

(1) Faculty of Law Resolution No. 10 (3) of 
November 20, 1940, recommending that the words “as a 
legal practitioner’’ should be added after the word “stand- 
ing” in respect of the qualifications of the teachers for 
LL.B. classes in Statute 5 of Chapter XVII. 

(2) The following proposals of Mr. V. R. S. Aiyer: — 

(a) That the* follbwing be 'inserted at the end of the new 

Statute 5 m Chapter XVII of the Calendar vide page 116 
of Minutes Vol. XIII-A : — 

“and provided that the above conditions mentioned under 
A, B, C and D shall not apply in the case of those 
persons whose appointment in their respective posts was 
already recognised or approved by the E.xecutive 
Council. 

Note. —The possession of a qualification of the same type 
as, but higher in degree than that prescribed shall be 
deemed to be a compliance with the rules as to the pres- 
cribed qualification”. 

(b) That in the new Statute 5 A in Chapter XVII— Affiliation 
OF Colleges, 

The following changes be made : — 

(») In (2) insert “M A. or” before M. Sc. 

(ri) Delete the word “classes ” in (3) and (4). 

(ill) Substitute the word “subjects" for “classes” in (3) 

and (4). 
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(3) The following proposals of Mr. C. Mahajan:— 

Heads of Departments of Degree classes. 

After B (a) («) add the following. — 

Provided that these qualifications will apply to new appoint- 
ments, and not in the case of 

(f) those who at present are Heads of Departments of Degree 
classes ; and 

(n) those who have been Heads of Departments in an Inter- 
mediate College for at least five years and who may 
continue as Heads of their respective Departments in the 
same institution if and when it is raised to degree 
standard. 

Provided also that a third class M A. or M Sc who has taught 
Degree classes for at least five years will be eligible to be 
the Head of his Department in the same institution. 

Heads of Departments of Post-graduate classes. 

To the existing Paragraph add the following — 

Provided that these qualifications will apply to new appoint- 
ments, and not in the case of 

(I) those who at present arc Heads of Departments of Post- 

graduate classes ; and 

(II) those who have been Heads of Departments of Degree 

classes for at least five >ears, and who may continue as 
Heads of their respective Departments if and when Post- 
graduate classes are started. Provided also that those 
who have taught Post-graduate classes for at least five 
years will be eligible to be Heads of their Departments 
in the same institution 

Principals of affiliated colleges. 

In the existing paragraph under D put a full-stop after “ Post- 
graduate classes^’ and delete the words beginning with “or'^ 

Add the following.— 

Provided that one who has been Principal of an Intermedictf' 
or Secondary College for at least five years may continuer’s, 
as Principal of the same institution if and when it is 
raised to the Degree standard, it being ordinarily under- 
stood that he or she is qualified to teach Degree classes, in 
one of the subjects in which the institution is recognised. 

Resolved that it be recommended to the Executive 
Council that the whole of the Statute 5 of Chapter XVII 
be modified so as to read as follows : — 

5. Teachers in affiliated colleges shall possess the 
following qualifications ; — 

A. — Teachers of University Classes. 

(1) For Arts subjects : M. A. in the subject ; 

(2) For Science subjects: M. A. or M.Sc, in the subject; 

(3) For Law : LL.B. of at least five years' standing as a legal 

practitioner ; 
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(4) For Commerce B. Com and M.A. in Economics or 

M. Com. or M.A. in Commerce. 

(5) For Agriculture • B. Sc. (Ag.) with a post-graduate degree 

or a diploma or practical experience of three years in 
the subject in an approved institution 

The Executive Council may recognize any foreign qualifications 
as equivalent to any of these degrees. 

Notf. — 1 he possession of a qualification of the same type as, 
but higher in degree than that prescribed shall be deemed 
to be a compliance with the rules as to the prescribed 
qualification. 

B. — Heads of Departments of Degree Classes : — 

(a) For Faculties other than Agriculture- 

One having the qualification as in A above for the respective 
Faculties with— 

(i) a first class degree in the subject, or 

(ti) a second class degree in the subject with three years' 
experience of teaching degree classes in that subject. 

Provided that these qualifications will apply to new appoint- 
ments, and not in the case of 

(i) those who at present are Heads of Departments of Degree 
classes ; and 

(lO those who have been Pleads of Departments in an Inter- 
mediate College for at least five years and who may 
continue as Heads of their respective Departments in the 
same institution if and when it is raised to Degiee 
standard. 

Provided also that a third class M A. or M.Sc , who has 
taught Degree classes for at least five years will be 
eligible to be the Head of his Department in the same 
institution 

(b) For Faculty of Agriculture — 

(I) Heads of the Department of Agriculture- 

One Having B.Sc. (Ag.) and a post-graduate degree or 
a diploma of equal standing, with experience of 
teaching for five years, or with practical experience of 
agricultural work for five years under the Government 
Department ot Agriculture. 

(II) Heads of Departments of Science subjects other than 
Agriculture — 

One having (i) an advanced research degree, or (it) a first 
or second class M.Sc. degree with post-graduate 
training in the subject applied to Agriculture or with 
three years' experience of teaching degree classes in 
an Agriculture College; 

Provided that the Executive Council may recognize a 
suitable foreign qualification as equivalent to any of 
these degrees. 
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C. — Heads of Departments of Post-graduate Classes. 

One having the qualification as in A above for the rcbpective 
Faculties with a first class degree in the subject, or else 
a second class degree in the subject and three years' 
experience of teaching post-graduate classes in that 
subject. 

Provided that these qualifications will apply to new appointments 
and not in the case of 

(0 those who at present are Heads of Departments of Post- 
graduate classes ; and 

(n) those who have been Heads of Departments of Degree 
classes for at least five years, and who may continue as 
Heads of their respective Departments if and when Post- 
graduate classes are started Provided also that those who 
have taught Post-graduate classes for at least five years 
will be eligible to be Heads of their Departments in the 
same institution. 

D. — Principals of Affiliated Colleges. 

One with qualification as in A above having three years' 
experience of teaching Degree of Post-graduate classes 

Provided that one who has been Principal of an Intermediate or 
Secondary college for at least five years may continue as 
Principal of the same institution if and when it is raised 
to the Degree standard, it being ordinarily understood 
that he or she is qualified to teach Degree classes, in one 
of the subjects in which the institution is recognised. 

Provided that in cases of exceptional merit the Executive 
Council may relax any of the above conditions mentioned 
under A, B, C and D. 

9. With reference to Faculty of Science Resolution 
No. 4 of November 20, 1940, the Academic Board approved 
of the recommendation of the Board of Studies in Cherhis- 
try (Resolution No. 2 of March 4, 1940) which had been 
approved by the Faculty, that in the footnote relating to 
the scheme for the B.Sc. Examination in Chemistry 
appearing on page 229 of the Calendar for 1939-40, the 
word “ Oral ” be replaced by the word “ Manipulation”. 

10. With reference to Faculty of Law Resolution 
No. 7 (&) of November 20, 1940, the Academic Board 
approved of the recommendation of the Board of Studies 
in Law (Resolution No. 7 (b) of March 13, 1940) which 
had been accepted by the Faculty, that the name of 
Paper I of Final LL.B. should be changed into “ Civil 
Procedure and Limitation.” 

11. With reference to Faculty of Commerce Resolu- 
tion No. 3 of November 20, 1940, the Academic Board 
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approved of the recommendation of the Faculty that as 
proposed by the Board of Studies in Commerce {vide 
Resolution No. 3 of March 13, 1940) the degree of 
M.Com. be instituted in the University and the matter be 
expedited. 

12. With reference to Academic Board Resolution 
No 14 of February 24, 1940, not accepting the proposal 
of the Board of Studies in Agriculture and the Faculty of 
Agriculture regarding an increase in the number of mem- 
bers of the Board from 9 to 11, the Academic Board 
considered the recommendation of the Board of Studies 
in Agriculture (Resolution No. 7 of March 9, 1940) 
which had been endorsed by the Faculty of Agriculture 
(Resolution No. 5 of November 18, 1940) that in the 
interest of proper training of candidates in all the subjects 
assigned to the Faculty, it was essential to increase the 
number of members of the Board of Studies in Agriculture 
from 9 to 11. 

After some discussion, the proposal was put to vote 
and rejected. 

13. With reference to Executive Council Resolution 
No. 134 of March 17, 1934, to the effect that an M.Sc. 
degree in Agriculture alone be constituted, the Academic 
Board considered (i) the proposal of the Board of Studies 
in Agriculture (Resolution No. 8 of March 9, 1940) that 
the word “alone” appearing after the words “M.Sc. degree 
in Agriculture” in Executive Council Resolution No. 134 
of March 17, 1934, be deleted; and (ii) the recommenda- 
tion of the Faculty of Agriculture (Resolution No. 6 of 
November 18, 1940) that the following words be substi- 
tuted for the words “that an M.Sc. degree in Agriculture 
alone be constituted” in the aforesaid resolution of the 
Executive Council : — 

That a degree of Master of Science in \gricalturc be constituted 

Resolved that the recommendation of the Faculty of 
Agriculture be approved and forwarded to the Executive 
Council for acceptance. 

14. With reference to Executive Council Resolution 
No. 86 of December 9, 1939, referring to the Faculty of 
Arts for opinion, the following Resolution (No. XVIII) 
passed by the Inter-University Board in 1939, the Acade- 
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mic Boai'd considered Faculty of Arts Resolution No. 8 
of November 20, 1940, saying that in view of the fact 
that separate degrees in the subject of Political Science 
already exist in the University, no further action need be 
taken in the matter: — 

Resolved that the matter regarding the institution of separate 
degrees in the subject of Political Science be referred to 
Universities 

Resolved that it be recorded. 

15. With reference to Executive Council Resolution 
No. 86 of December 9, 1939, referring to the Faculty of 
Science for opinion the following Resolution (No. XV) 
passed by the Inter-University Board, India, in 1939, the 
Academic Board considered Faculty of Science Resolution 
No. 6 of November 20, 1940, saying that it be recorded : — 

Resolved that the principle of the recognition of the post- 
graduate work done at the Forest Research Institute by 
the graduates of Indian Universities proceeding for a 
higher degree be approved ; that the Universities be 
recommencied to avail themselves of these facilities if 
permitted under their respective Acts of Incorporation 

Note — Rules regarding the provision of facilities at the Forest 
Research Institute for the higher research work in 
Botany, Mycology, Entomology, Wood Technology and 
paper-making, printed as y\pPFNi)rx G to the Minutes of 
the meeting of the Faculty of Science held on November 
20, 1940 

Resolved that it be recorded. 

16. Willi reference to lixecutive Council Resolutions 
Nos. 86 and 87 of December 9, 1939, referring to the 
Faculties of Arts and Science the following resolutions 
passed by the Inter-University Board and the Fourth 
Quinquennial Conference of Indian Universities at their 
meetings held in February and March 1939, the Academic 
Board considered the reports of the Faculties of Arts and 
Science {vide Resolutions Nos, 9 and 7 of November 20, 
1940, respectively) : — 

(o) Inter-University Board Resolution No. XLVI. 

Resolved that in the opinion of the Board, a special course 
of study specially suited for women may be organised as 
optional groups. 

(£>) Quinquennial Conference Resolution No. X 

Resolved that this Conference recommends that the opinions 
of the Universities be obtained on the desirability of 
providing special subjects of study suitable for women 
as alternatives at the Intermediate and degree courses, 
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The Registrar reported that the Faculty of Arts had 
appointed a special Committee to consider this question; 
and the Faculty of Science resolved that the resolutions be 
recorded. 

Resolved that the consideration of the matter be post- 
poned pending the report of the Faculty of Arts. 

17. With reference ttr Executive Council Resolution 
No. 87 of December -9, 1939, referring to the Faculties 
of Arts, Science, Commerce and Agriculture for opinion, 
the following extract from Resolution No. IX passed at 
the Fourth Quinquennial Conference of Indian Universi- 
ties held in March 1939, the Academic Board considered 
the reports of the Faculties concerned in this connection 

Resolved that in the opinion of this Conference the medium of 
instruction at different stages of education up to and includ- 
ing the degree course should, as far as circumstances 
permit, be the mother tongue of the students 

>j« ♦ ♦ 

That Modern Indian Languages may be recognised gradually 
and as far as possible alternatively with English as media 
of instruction for the Intermediate and Degree Courses 
excepting tor English, and, if necessasy, for Science 
subjects 

That instruction and work in all research institutions should be 
through the medium of English except in such places 
where it is already being done through any of the Modern 
Indian Languages for special reasons

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18. With reference to Executive Council Resolution 
No. 131 of March 16, 1940, referring to the Faculties of 
Arts and Science the following Resolution (No. V) passed 
by the Inter-University Board, India, in December, 1939, 
the Academic Board considered the reports of the Facul- 
ties of Arts and Science in this connection {vide Resolu- 
tions Nos. 11 and 9 of November 20, 1940, respectively) 

Resolved — 

(i) that it is not desirable to introduce compulsion for the 
purpose of making better use of vacation, 

(u) that it is desirable that all post-graduate Scientific and 
Economic Studies should include a short course in a 
factory or in a farm or otherwise in contact with indus- 
try. commerce or land . 

(tii) that all post-graduate students should be given greatly 
increased facilities under their teachers for visiting 
factories, research institutions, etc., and also that the 
Universities be requested, in this connection, to explore 
all possibilities for affording facilities to the “Post 
graduates^’ cither themselves oi by arrangement in other 
Universities. 

The Registrar reported that the Faculty of Arts 
recorded item (i) of the resolution and referred items (ii) 
and (iii) to the Board of Studies in Eronomits for 
opinion; and the Faculty of Science resolved that it be 
recorded. 

Resolved tli#t the consideration of the matter be post- 
poned pending the report of the Faculty of Arts 

19. With reference to Executive Council Resolution 
No. 29 of September 28, 1940, the Academic Board con- 
sidered the proposal that provision be made for the 
inclusion of Drawing and Painting in the Syllabus for the 
B.A. Examination of the University. 

The Registrar reported that the Executive Council 
had referred this matter also to the Faculty of Arts and the 
Faculty has referred the matter to a special Sub-Committee.

The theory of the Gestalt psychologists has so profoundly 
influenced current psychologies, that it is now being 
mentioned in all text-books of Modern Psychology. I 
would therefore suggest the inclusion of Koffka*s book 
“The Growth of Mind** in place of Sturt and Oakden's 
book ‘The Psychology of Education’* among the books re- 
commended for this paper. 
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2. It would be desirable to include in Paper II, particularly in 
connection with the study of problems which confront the 
teacher in his dealings with pupils, something regarding 
what the New Psychology has to say with regard to 
Education. For sections 5 and 6, I would suggest that 
Dr. Crichton Miller's stimulating book ‘The New Psycho- 
logy and the Teacher' be recommended. 

Miss Champawati W. Ketkar gives her opinion as follows : — 

“I quite agree with the recommendations of the Board of 
Studies in all cases except one, which is in connection 
with the Statute 24. As the Statute No. 24 states, I do 
not think that a course of training in educational 
handwork or gardening should be made compulsory to 
every student. A course of training in Physical 
Education is quite essential hence it should be made 
compulsory.*'

A Farm Superintendent has not been appointed. 2 demonstra- 
tors, namely— one B.Sc. (Ag.) with Botany and Horti- 
culture and one B.Sc. in Botany have not been appointed. 

One member of the staff, Mr. Raghunath Singh, who is the Pro- 
fessor of Chemistry is shown as the only teacher in 
Chemistry. He is the only man for teaching Chemistry 
to the III Year Class. Mr. Shiv Narain Singh who is 
shown as lecturer in Chemistry is not qualified for the post 
and does not take the subject with the degree students. 

There is no demonstrator in Chemistry on the staff. 
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Form B. 

Three lectures and three practicals have been allotted to Dairy 
and Animal Husbandry, while three lectures and three 
practicals to Veterinary Science. More importance should 
be given to Dairy and Animal Husbandry. 

No practicals are allotted to Farm Management, Agriculture 
and Fruits and Crops. This is unsatisfactory.

Form D. 

The number of books added during the year in Agriculture, 
Biology, Chemistry, Zoology and Botan^ is very inadequate. 
No books appear to be available in the Library on Dairying 
and Animal Husbandry, Statistics and Farm Management, 
Irrigation, Veterinary Science, Horticulture, Plant Dis- 
eases, Entomology. Farm Book-Keeping, Agricultural 
Economics, Engineering, Agricultural Botany and agri-^ 
culture and cognate sciences is received or subscribed 
(except ‘Allahabad Farmer* which is without any standing 
as a scientific journal). one of the numerous publications 
issued by the Government Department of Agriculture, 
including Central Government, has been received in the 
Library. 

This is a serious state of affairs and needs special attention.

No expenditure is shown to indicate what arrangements have 
been made for teaching of Agricultural Engineering. 

The amount spent on Agricultural Library is not shown sepa- 
rately.

(3) of Chapter XX of the University Calendar, the 
Principal, Agricultural College, Cawnpore, expelled 
Raghubans Ratan Gaur of III Year B. Sc. (Ag.) class 
from the College in view of his improper conduct in the 
College including his hunger strike. 
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Resolved that the action of the Principal be con- 
firmed. 

121. With reference to Regulation 5 of Ch,apter 
XVI (page 125)' of the University Calendar for the 
year 1939-40, laying down that each Board of Studies 
shall contain at least one person who was not a teaclier 
in an affiliated college, the Registrar reported that the 
member of the Board of Studies in Philosophy, who was 
not a teacher when the Board was constituted in 1939, 
became a teacher in an affiliated college and, therefore, the 
Board of Studies in Philosophy had no person on it who 
was not a teacher in an affiliated college. 

Resolved that as a special case the existing Board 
be allowed to remain as it is, till the end of the present 
triennium.

Special Paper. 

Methods of Teaching special subject— Questions on this paper 
will be designed to test the candidate's ability to teach 
that subject and may include test of the subject matter 
as well. 

The Paper will consist of 100 marks and the qualifying marks 
in this paper shall be 40 per cent and the record of the 
candidates' sessional work will be submitted to the 
examiner and taken into consideration by him at the time 
of determining his award. 

— Candidates offering special paper will be required to 
give one of their lessons on their special subject and 
must secure at least second division marks in order to 
qualify.

124. Resolved that the Vice-Chancellor be authorised 
to deal with the cases of shortage in attendance at lectures 
for the examinations of 1941 in accordance with the 
Statutes and the Regulations. 

125. The Council considered the question of opening 
a nevfr centre at Agra owing to the increase in the number 
of students at the University examinations, 
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Resolved that as suggested by the Registrar a new 
centre for the examinations of 1941 be opened at Balwant 
Rajput College, Agra and the Assisfa>it Registrar be 
appointed as the Superintendent of Examinations at this 
Centre. 

Resolved further that a conveyance allowance of 
Rs. 2/8/- per session be paid to the invigilators who go 
to invigilate at this centre from the other local colleges.

127. The Executive Council then considered the 
report of the Committee appointed (under Executive 
Council Resolution No. 83 of November 22, 1940) 
to scrutinize and report on the recommendations of the 
Boards of Studies regarding examiners for the examina- 
tions of 1942. 

The Council approved of the recommendations- of the 
Scrutiny Committee that in order to maintain the standard 
of examinations in the University, Paper-setters in the 
B.A., B. Com. and LL.B. examinations be retained atleast 
for two years if there is nothing against them and not 
dropped after a year. The Council also approved of 
certain objections made by the Scrutiny Committee in 
regard to M.A. Persian and LL.B. Previous lists and 
referred them alt to the Vice-Chancellor with the request 
that he might, in consultation with the Convlner of the 
Board of Studies and the Dean of the FacuflpEoncerned, 
submit fresh proposals in order that the whole matter 
might be considered by the Executive Council at its next 
meeting in April. 

128. The Council considered Resolution No. 3 of 
the meeting of the Standing Committee of University 
Sports Tournament held on March 6, 1.941, and approv- 
ed of the recommendation of the Committee that the 
University Sports Tournament for 1941 may be held at 
Indore (vide Appendix C). 

129. Read the reports of the Professors concerned 
on the work of the University Research Scholars. 

Resolved that the reports being satisfactory be re- 
corded, 
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130 With referencje to Senate Resolution No. 17 of 
November 21, 1940, the .Council considered the reports 
of the sub-committee appointed by the Senate under its 
Resolution No. 11 of November 17, 19^9, to look into 
the finances of the University, and the note of Mr. R. C. 
Gupta submitted by him fn this connection. 

(Reports of the. Committees printed a'» Appendices F and F-I to 
the Minutes of the meeting of the Senate held on Novem- 
ber 21, 1940). 

that the reports of the sub-committee and 
the note of Mr. R C. Gupta be referred to the Finance 
Committee for opinion. 

131. With reference to Senate Resolution No. 22 of 
November 21, 1940, referring back to the Executive 
Council the amendment to Statute 6 of Chapter XXV 
regarding academic dress for the graduates in the Faculty 
of Medicine (as the colour of the Faculty had not been 
recommended) the Council considered the question of 
prescribing a colour for the Faculty of Medicine. 

Resolved that the matter be referred to the Faculty 
of Medicine 

132. With reference to Senate Resolution No. 26 of 
November 21, 1940, the Council considered the follow 
ing proposal of Mr. Sharda Prasad Saksena: — 

That a sapplemeiitar> examuiation be held in the nioatli of 
October at Agra of candidates ^vho fail in one subject only 
at the B A , B.Sc , B Com, examinations of the Universit*y 
The candidates shall be examined in that subject only hi 
which they have failed. On passing they shall be declared 
to have passed without any division being assigned to 
them, but in case of failure they shall have to appear at 
the next regular University examination in full subjects 
The examination fee chargeable to such candidates shall 
be the same as for the regulat* University examination. 

Resolved that the Sfenate may be. reminded that the 
whole question raised by Mr. Sharda Prasad was very 
thoroughly gone into by the various .University bodies m 
fairly recent years and that the Council feels that ijp, 
useful purpose will be served by raising it again so soon 
after' that decision 

133 . With reference to Senate Resolution No. 28 of

134. With reference to E.xecutive Council Resolution

end of each oT the Statute 4 of Chapters XXIX-B and 
XXX (pages 182 and 203) of the University Calendar 
for 1939-40: — 

“In the case oF a candidate whose application for permission to 
appear at an examination is rejected, the exr.mmation fee 
and the marks fee shall be refunded less a deduction of 

Rs. 2.“ 

135. With reference to Executive Council Resolution 
No. 101 of Novenfber 22, 1940, the Council approved of 
the following suggestion of one of the tabulators for the 
examinations of 1940:— 

In the note to Statute 15 (1) of Chapter XXTX-A (pa^e l74) of 
the Calendar for the year iQiQ-'lO ddete the following 
clause (a) and renumber Clauses (b) and (c) as (a) and 
(b> respectively. - ' 

“(a) General English and English Literature (when both arc 
offered by a candidate) shall be counted as -two separate 
subjects. 

136. The Council approved of the following additions 
and amendments to the Instructions, to Paper-setters, 
Moderators and Examiners, proposed by the Meclical 
Committee (vide part Ill-Miscellaneous^ of the report 
appearing as Appendix' to the Minutes of the ‘Executive 
Council meeting held on 28th August, 1940: — 

Page 2. Add the following at the end of Para 1 1 f 

“except in the case of papers for the examinations in the Faculty 
of Medicine, which shall contain no optional questions/' 

Page 6. Add the following at the end of para 25 

E. Examinations in the Faculty of Medicine. 

Papers in each subject shall be jointly set by the two examiners 
of the two papers (in subjects where there are two papers) 
or by the two examiners of the two sections of a paper (in 
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Page 7. Add the following at the beginning of para 26: — 

Question papers set for all the examinations of the University, 
except those m the Faculty of Medicine shall be moderated • 
by the Boards of Moderators appointed by the Executive 
Council. 

Page 10. Add the following as the third sentence in para 38: — 

“The practical examinations in the Faculty of Medicine shall be 
held as soon after the written examinations as possible.'^' 

Page 14. Add the following at the end of para 41 : — 

M.B., B.S. Examination. 

The practical, oral and clinical test in each subject, as provided 
for in the scheme of examinations in the Faculty of Medi- 
cine, shall be jointly conducted by the two examiners (one 
external and the other internal) constituting the Board of 
Examiners and appointed by the Executive Council for 
the purpose. 

137. With reference to Executive Council Resolution 
No. 86 of December 9, 1939 referring to the Faculty of 
Law the following Resolution (No. VII) passed by the 
Inter-University Board in February 1939, the Council 
agreed with the opinion of the Faculty of Law (Resolution 
No. 8 of November 20, 1940) that the Faculty was not in 
favour of the changes suggested in the resolution: — 

Resolved that the Universities be requested to express their 
opinion on the following points (in connection with the 
changes relating to the teaching of law in the Universities 
in the light of the recommendations made by the Sapru 
Committee) : — 

( 1 ) The admission of students who have passed the Intermediate 

Examination to the LL.B. course, 

(2) The total perio I of study for the LL.B. degree. 

(3) The inclusion of subjects like English. Indian Languages, 

Sociology, etc., for the LL.B. course. 

138. Read the following resolution (No. 5 dated 
November 20, 1910) of the Faculty of Commerce; — 

Resolved that the attention of the paper-setters in English 
Paper II — Essay, be drawn to the fact that the same im- 
portance IS not attached to purely commercial topics as is 
given to Economic subjects. 

Resolved that the suggestion be accepted and the 
necessary changes made in tiie instructions to paper-setters. 

139. With reference to E.xecutive Council Resolution 
No. 9 of August 24, 1940, in connection with the non- 
recognition of the B Sc. (Ag. ) degree of the Agra Univer- 
sity by the Punjab University for purposes of admission 
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to the M.Sc. in Agriculture of that University, the Council 
considered the reply received from the Punjab University 
giving the reasons for not recognizing the B Sc. (Ag. ) 
degree of the Agra University {vide letters No. 16823 
and 18656 dated October 4 and 25, 1940 respectively from 
the Registrar, Punjab University). 

In this connection the Registrar also reported that 
the reply of the Punjab University was placed before the 
Faculty of Agriculture at its last meeting on November 
11, 1940; the Faculty disagreed altogether with the views 
expressed by the Faculty of Agriculture of the Punjab 
Univeisity and resolved that the matter be dropped {vide 
Resolution No. 8 of 18th November, 1940) 

Resolved that the matter be referred back to the 
Faculty for reconsideration. 

140. Resolved that a portrait of Dr. P. Basil, the 
fourth Vice-Chancellor, be placed in the Council Hall of 
the University, and that the Vice-Chancellor be authorised 
to spend up to Rs. 50 over this portrait. 

141. With reference to the revised Statutes for the 
Doctor’s degrees in the University, the Council considered 
the question of laying down a procedure to be adopted for 
the consideration of the applications by the Research Deg- 
ree Committees. 

Resolved that the suggestion of the Registrar that the 
business of the Research Degree Committees be, as far as 
possible, transacted by correspondence, be accepted subject 
to the condition that in any case in which a meeting is 
considered necessary by the Vice-Chancellor, a meeting of 
the Committee concerned may be convened. 

142. The Council considered a suggestion regarding 
the division of question papers into two more sections 
where co-examiners are required with a view to securing 
uniformity in marking, by entrusting only one section of 
the question paper to one co-examiner. 

Resolved that the existing practice be followed in the 
matter. 

143. With reference to endorsement dated December 
7, 1940, from the Principal, St. John’s College, Agra, 
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forwarding for payment a conveyance allowance bill for 
Rs. 2-10-0 of Professor A..C. Sliarma, who had acted as 
a steward at tlie last University Convocation, the Council 
considered the question of paying conveyance allowance 
to members of the staff of local colleges w'ho are asked to 
act as stewards at the University Convocation, which was 
not provided for in the existing Regulations. 

Resolved that the Council regrets its inability to 
accede to the request of Mr. Sharnia. 

1-1-4. With reference to Executive Council Resolution 
No. 97 of November 22, 1940, the Council considered the 
question of the affiliation of Balwant Rajput College, Agra, 
upto B.T. standard 

The Registrar reported that the College had submitted 
a scheme for a Teachers’ Training College, which would 
be a completely separate institution. 

Resolved that the matter be referred to the Board of 
Inspection. 

145. Read letter No. B-195 (2)/XV-395-1935, dated 
January 17, 1941, from the Deputy Secretary to Govern- 
ment, U. P., regarding the following recommendations 
and conclusions of the Committee appointed by the Central 
Advisory Board of Education to look into the question of 
adult education: —

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A reference was made to the D.P.I., U. P.,as to whether the Super- 
intendents of Education in the Municipal Boards should be treated as 
Inspecting Officers under section 4(2) (c) of the Agra University Act, 
The D.P.I. is of opinion that they should not be so treated. The Com- 
mittee, however, note that Mr. Bhagwat Saran Agarwal was permitted 
to appear at the M.A. Final Examination of 1940 which he could not 
take and whose fee has been held over for the same examination of 
1941. The Committee, therefore, recommend that in view of these 
facts Air. Bhagwat Saran Agarwal may be permitted to appear at the 
M.A. Final Examination of 1941. The application of Air. Dharam 
Prakash Agarwal may, however, be rejected 

4 Air Chaturbhuj Alamoria (Nathdvvara) offered Geography 
for the B.Com. Examination This subject has, however, not been 
offered by the regular candidates of the Colleges and, therefore, Mr. 
Mamoria was asked to take another subject in place of Geography. 
No rei)ly has been received from him so far in spite of several remin- 
ders. Lhe Committee is of opinion that his application may be enter- 
tained provided he offers another subject and sends his reply not later 
than the 1st of January, 1941. 

5. The application of Air. Badri Kedar (Lalitpur) for AI.A. Pre- 
vious Examination in Mathematics be rejected, because he is a B.Sc. 
and can take only the M.Sc and not the AI.A. Examination in Mathe- 
matics Air, Badri Kedar does not agree to it.

Resolved that the report on Bareilly College, Bareilly, 
be generally approved and forwarded to the Executive 
Council with the recommendation that the college be 
asked to take action particularly in regard to the follow- 
ing;— 

(1) The financial position of the College should be so improved 
that the budget may be balanced from normal sources of 
income 

(2) That a new reading room and at least 4 class rooms be 
constructed by July 1943 at the latest. 

(3) That a second Iialance room should be constructed by 

July 1943. 

(4) That the drainage of the Chemistry Laboratory should be 

improved. 

(5) Six more balances should be purchased. 

(6) A separate room for the Spectrometer should be built

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II. S. D. College, Cawnpore (inspected by Rev.

Resolved that the report on S. D. College, Cawnpore,

altered to Rs. 100-10-200, so that no whole-time teacher 
of University classes receives a minimum salary less than 
that laid down by the University. 

(4) The Management should enter into agreements with 

Messrs. G. R. Talwar and B L. Misra, part-time lecturers 
in law. 

(5) The number of books on '"English Literature and History 

is small and these sections need to be improved in order 
to make the library more adequate for post-graduate 
study in these subjects The college should subscribe 
for the Journal of Indian History of the Indian Historical 
Society. 

(6) In view of the insufficiency of the library, the annual grant 

for books and periodicals should not be less than 
Rs. 1,500. 

(7) The library should be removed to a larger room as early 

as possible and a better reading room provided 

(8) The Dewey Decimal System of cataloguing should be 

introduced in the Library as soon as possible. 

(9) The Commeicc Museum if it is to be of any use to the 
students, must be removed to a larger room as re- 
commended by the previous Inspectors, where the 
exhibits can be properly displayed and kept clean. 

(10) There should be two terminal examinations in the year 

in addition to the Promotion Examination. In deciding 
promotions the entire record of work throughout the 
year of each student should be taken into consideration. 
Definite rules to govern promotions should be for- 
mulated. 

(11) A careful record of each student’s work and conduct 

throughout his career in College should be maintained. 
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(12) Provision should be made without delay for either the 

Warden or the sub-warden of the hostels to live on the 
premises so that he may be able to exercise proper 
supervision and control 

The College should be asked to state the action taken in this 
respect before the reopening of the College in July 1911. 

(13) The floors in the hostels and in the verandahs of kitchens 

are in an unsatisfactory condition and need urgent and 
more lasting repairs. 

(llj Students in the hostels should be compelled to use the urinals 
provided, and, if necessary, buckets may be placed at suit- 
able places for use at night. The practice of committing 
a nuisance in the verandahs of the hostels should be 
strictly penalised 

(15) Some form of compulsion in the matter of games or 

physical exercises should be introduced in the case of 
students in the hostels. 

(16) The practice of allowing students to live in the city in 

rented lodgings should be discouraged. In cases where 
this is unavoidable, proper supervision should be exercised 
over such lodgings and a record kept of all day-students 
not being with parents or guardians. 

29. The Board considered letter No. AAl/1438, 
dated April 5, 1941, from the Principal, St. Andrew’s 
College, Gorakhpur, requesting that Mr. R. N. Sanyal, 
who is the head of the Economics department, may also 
be recognised to be the head of the department of Political 
Science.

(6) The non-recurnng grant for the Library m English should 

be Rs. 1,500— Rs. 1,000 in the first year and Rs. 500 in the 
second year.

B Com. and M A in Economics or 

M.Com. or M.A. in Commerce. 

(5) For Agriculture: B Sc (Ag ) with a post-graduate 

degree or a diploma or practical experience of three 
>ears in the subject in an approved institution. 

The Executive Council may recognize any foreign qualification 
as equivalent to any of these degrees 

Note.— The possession of a qualification of the same type as, but 
higher in degree than, that prescribed shall be deemed to be a 
compliance with the rules as to the piescnbed qualification. 

B, Heads of Departments of Degree classes' — 

(a) For Faculties other than Agriculture — 

One having the qualification as in A above for the respective 
Faculties with — 

(i) a first class degree in the subject, 

(it) a second class degree in the subject with three years’ 
experience of teaching degree classes in that subject. 

Provided that these qualifications will apply to new appoint- 
ments, and not in the case of — 

(i) those who at present are Heads of Departments of 
Degree classes; and 

(it) those who have been Heads of Departments in an 
Intermediate College for at least five years and who may 
continue as Heads of their respective Departments in 
the same institution if and when it is raised to Degree 
standard : 

Provided also that a third class M A. or M.Sc. who has taught 
Degree classes for at least five years will be eligible to 
be the Head of his Department in the same institution. 

{b) For Faculty of Agriculture .— 

(I) Heads of the Department of Agriculture — 

One having B.Sc. (Ag.) and post-graduate degree or a 
diploma of equal standing, with experience of 
teaching for five years, or with practical experience 
of agricultural work for five years under the Govern- 
ment Department of Agriculture, 
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(JI) Heads of Departments of Science subjeots other than 
Agriculture - 

One having (i) an advanced research degree, or (it) a first 
or second class M.Sc. degree with post-graduate 
training in the subject applied to Agriculture or 
with three years* experience of teaching degree 
classes in an Agricultural College : 

Provided that the Executive Council may recognize a suit- 
able foreign qualification as equivalent to any of these 
degrees 

C. Heads of Departments of Post-graduate classes: — 

One having the qualification as in A above for the respective 
Faculties with a first class degree in the subject, or else 
a second class degree in the subject and three years' 
experience of teaching post-graduate classes in that 
subject : 

Provided that these “qualifications will apply to new appoint- 
ments, and not in the case of— 

(i) those who at present are Heads of Departments of 
post-graduate classes , and 

(n) those who hive been Heads of Departments of Degree 
classes for at least five years, and who may continue as 
Heads of their respective Departments if and when 
Post-graduate classes are started Provided also that 
those who have taught post-graduate classes for at 
least five years will be eligible to be Heads of their

D. Principals of affiliated colleges : — 

One with qualifications as in A above having three years' 
experience of teaching Degree or Post-graduate classes : 

Provided that one who has been Principal of an Intermediate 
or Secondary College for at least five years may con- 
tinue as Principal of the same institution if and when 
it IS raised to the Degree standard, it being ordinarily 
understood that he or she is qualified to teach Degree 
classes in one of the subjects in which the institution is 
recognized : 

Provided that in cases of exceptional merit the Executive 
Council may relax any of the above conditions mentioned under A, B, C 
and D. 

The following proposal of Mr. Jwala Prasad Singhal 
moved in this connection was not accepted : — 

Add the following at the end of the proposed Statute S of 
Chapter XVII — 

Head of a Department will mean the seniormost teacher when 
there are more than one teacher in a subject in a College.

reduce the period of study for the 
Degree examination from four 
years after the High School stage 
to three, unless and until the stan- 
dard of instruction in the Secondary 
Schools IS materially improved. 

That with a view to effecting 
the improvement in Secondary 
education and thus making possible 
a higher standard of University 
education the Conference is of 
opinion that the period of study in 
a University for a Pass Degree 
should be at least three years, 
although the normal length of the 
period during which a pupil is 
under instruction should not be 
increased, but they are of opinion 
that this period should be divided 
into four stages of (1) Primary, 

(2) Middle (in both of which 
stages the medium of instruction 
in non-language subjects should 
be exclusively the Vernacular), 

(3) Higher Secondary (in which 
Stage the medium of instruction 
should be the Vernacular whenever 
this is practicable), and (4) Uni- 
versity education, covering five 
(or four), three and at least three 
years respectively- -there being a

each stage only thus avoiding the 
abuse of too frequent formal exa- 
minations.

(3) The new grade of Rs. 80—10—200 for lecturers should be 
aitered to Rs. 100-10—200, so that no^ whole time teacher 
of University classes receives a minimum salary less than 
that laid down by the University. 
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(4) The Management should enter into agreements with 
Messrs. G. R. Talwar and B. L. Misra, part-time lecturers 
in law. 

(5) The number of books on English Literature and History is 

small and these sections need to be improved in order to 
make the library more adequate for post-graduate study 
in these subjects The college shoul(l subscribe for the 
Journal of Indian History of the Indian Historical 
Society. 

(6) In view of the insufficiency of the library, the annual grant 
for books and periodicals should not be less than 
Rs. 1,500 

(7) The Library should be removed to a larger room as early 
as possible and a better reading room provided 

(iS) The Dewey Decimal System of cataloguing should be 
introduced in the Library as soon as possible 

(9) The Commerce Museum if it is to be of any use to the 
students, must be removed to a larger room as recom- 
mended by the previous inspectors where the exhibits can 
be properly displayed and kept clean. 

(10) There should be two terminal examinations m the year in 
addition to the Promotion Examination. In deciding 
promotions the entire record of work throughout the year 
of each student should be taken into consideration. 
Definite rules to govern promotions should be formulated. 

(11) A careful record of each students’ work and conduct 
throughout hisjcareer in College should be maintained 

(12) Provision should be made without delay for either the 
Warden or the Sub-Warden of the hostels to live on the 
premises so that he may be able to exercise proper super- 
vision and control. 

The College should be asked to state the action taken in this 
respect before the reopening of the College in July 1941. 

(13) The floors in the hostels and in the verandahs of kitchens 
are in an unsatisfactory condition and need urgent and 
more lasting repairs. 

(14) Students in the hostels should be compelled to use the 
urinals provided, and, if necessary, buckets may be placed 
at suitable places for use at night The practice of 
committing a nuisance in the verandahs of the hostels 
should be strictly penalised. 

(15) Some form of compulsion in the matter of games or 
physical exercises should be introduced in the case of 
students in the hostels, 

(16) The practice of allowing students to live in the city in 
rented lodgings should be discouraged. In cases where 
this is unavoidable, proper supervision should be 
exercised over such lodgings and a record kept of all 
day-students not being with parents or guardians. 

Resolved also that copies of the reports be sent to the 
Principal and the Managing Authorities of the College 
concerned and their attention invited to the above recom- 
mendations and that the Principal be asked to state in a 
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formal reply by July 15, 1941, what action the College 
proposes to take in regard to the recommendations and 
other points raised by the Inspectors in their report. 

220. With reference to Board of Inspection 
Resolution No. 29 of April 29, 1941, and letter No. AAl/

Report on the Inspection of Centres of University 
Examinations of 1941. 

I inspected the following centres of Univerbity Examinations at 
Cawnpore on the 1st of April, 1941. 

S, D. College.— Centre for B.A., B Com , M.A , M.Sc. 

The number of candidates appearing at this centre is B.A. 54, 
B.Com. 111. M.A. Previous 120. M A Phnal 64, M.Sc Previous 3 and 
M.Sc. Final 1, the total being 362. 

The maximum number of invigilators provided is 14. Of these 
one invigilator belongs to the staff of the D A -V. College, while the 
rest are on the college staff. Ongoing round the rooms, I observed 
that most of the rooms had only one invigilator present. There were 
seven women candidates seated witlrthe male candidates. 

Question papers are kept in a steel almirah in the Principal’s 
Office. I saw the covers of the question papers given out for this 
morning’s papers. I was surprised to find that even at 8-30 A.M. 
none of the certificates pasted on the covers of question papers had 
been signed. The Principal informed me that these certificates are 
signed after the answer-books have been collected In my opinion the 
whole object of certificates is thereby frustrated. 

The following suggestions are made with regard to this centre. — 

(1) That the certificates of opening question papers should be 
signed at the time of opening the papers. 

(2) In the larger rooms more than one invigilator should be 
provided, specially on days when most of the candidates 
are taking their examinations. 

(3) If possible, a separate room be provided for women 
candidates. Arrangements should at least be made for 
retiring room for women candidates. 

B.Sc. (Ag.) Centre at the Agricultural College, Cawnpore, 

The number of candidates here is very small and arrangements for 
beating etc., were quite adequate. At this centre although the certifi- 
cate of opening the question papers had been signed by two of the 
invigilators, the Superintendent had not himself signed it. The ques- 
tion papers and blank answer-books are kept carefully.
